Tonight Mr. Monk presented a rcso- 
lutlpj)' calling for the appointment of a 
select committee ol! the House of Com- 
moha to study the methods of propor- 
tional -irepresentatldn, the contention 
of 'Mr;"M6nfc being that .the present 
repi:esehW,tlon;iB nOfjfalri'and.ls no in- 
dication: dit; the* real statidlngr^bf the 
two parties' In the. counirjr..,;;MK.'Monk 
did not believe tl^at , the 'averagiS elec- 
tors of the avferage constituency, ■were 
amenable to corruption. The evil of 
g'errymande^lI^g was great On this con- 
tinent. It>vaa-hls'b"ellef'that the root 
of tlio Avh'ole evil' lay in the single 
member system of representation. If 
the constituency was made larger only 
men of national repute and standing 
could hope to bo elected, and there 
would be. a doing away With all cor- 
ruption. Tlie present system was ad- 
mittedly a failure. 

Mr. Fielding congratulated Mr. 
Monk on the facts that lie had put 
before the House. He thought Mr. 
Monk had gone a little too far In his 
resolution in beginning with a declar- 
ation that the present system correct- 
ly failed to express jiubllc opinion. 
The government could not accept this. 
If Mr. Monk would strike out tills the 
government would accept his resolution 
and agree to the appointment of a 
select committee to study the ques- 
tion of proportionate representation. 

Mr. Monk thanked Mr. Fielding for 
the spirit in which ills jiroposliion iiad 
been received, nnd expressed his wil- 
lingness to accept the suggestion of 
Mr. Fielding. The resolution was 
tliorcupon adopted as amended. 

Among the bilLs considered In com- 
mittee and read a third time were 
those Incorporating the Prince Albert 
and Hudson Bay railway, the Western 
Canadian lilCe Insurance Co., the 
Great West Permanent Loan and Sav- 
ings Co., the British Columbia Life 
Insurance Co., the Imperial Fire Insur- 
ance Co., while the amendments made 
in the senato to the bill of the Canada 
Western Railway Co. and the Edmon- 
ton and Slave Lake Railway Co. were 
concurred in.

New Racing Organiz'lfibh' May 
Have Tracl( for Its Pro- 
posed iVleets 



The city council will offer no objec- 
tions to the 'B. .C.-Ag.f.Jcultural associ- 
ation entering Into aijifttgreeiiient with 
local horse fanciers permitting the use 
of thevexhibition racu track for race 
meetings. ' A number of local gentle- 
men, prominent in business circles, 
liavc organized a eomiiany with the 
object of holding race meets liere, A 
proiiosal has bten made to the Agri- 
cultural association and that body, un- 
less the council expresses its disap- 
proval, contemplates granting tlie pri- 
vilege asked for. Witli a. view of as- 
certaining what tile council is willing 
to do the following communication 
was , addressed ,.by J,., E. Smart. , pecre- 
tacjr;: <Jf ctho.'-assocldtloh.' to ;'tho f cpunisll 
and considered at last'nlght's' council 
meeting: ,^ 

Gentlemen, — The ai^sociation has 
iiad a proposal made to tliem by a lo- 
cal association or club. Incorporated 
under the Companies i Acts, asking for 
a definite arrangement permitting tho 
use of the race course for sucli meet- 
ings as tliey may find it possible to 
hold for the season of 1900, at a rental 
•of $G0 per day for cacli day on which 
there la a race meeting, and a promise 
that the like privilege will be ex- 
tended to this club in preference to 
others at a rental to be agreed for a 
further four years. TIils involves that 
If tho council of any future year do not 
give their sanction to the holding -of 
race meetings the privilege'. Is ended. 

Our association Is to keep' the track 
watered and in proper repair. 

The club propose also to hold fetes 
and amateur sports, paying a rental at 
not lesG than In per cent, of tho gate 
and grand stand receipts. 

No racing will he. held within a 
period of twenty days before the open- 
ing of any provincial exhibition. 
■ No Intoxicating liquors are to bo sold, 
bartered or given away on the grounds 
during the occupation of tlie club. 

It is stipulated and agreed that 
judges and olllcials employed at race 
meetlngij shall be subject .to the ai>- 
proval' of the directors o£ this asso. 
elation. 

The provisions of tho public, morals 
bylaw No. 541 have been brought to 
tho attention of the club and will be 

observed by It. 

A riglit of Ingress or egress is re- 
served to the corporation olhclals nnd 
tenants, and, of course, to tho oflicors 
of tills nssoeatlon. 

In addition to the payments aforc- 
tald rental will bo jiald for iiorses 
stabled at the track. 

Tlie club desires control and use of 
tiio race track grounds and sucii plant 
as may be requireci for thirty days 
previous .and seven days after any r.ace 
meeting (tor the purpose of preparation 
and clearing away) without additilonal 
cliarge. 

The club will glvo to the association 

nitlier In casli or liy approved security 
assurance that all the foregoing sums 
v.-lll be paid and obligations to this 
association fullilled. I'urlliermore, tho 
club will give sati.'Jfaetijry assurance 
against any breach of f.'iltli to the pub- 
lic and persoii.s joining in the race 
meeting as to ad\crt iscd race; purses 
or otlier rewards and liabilities. 

The club guarant;'(! that either open 
books or the totalized system shall 
be operated and ihi>. racing and otiier 
sports kept clean and free from criti- 
cism. 

They also agree to comply with all 
reriuiroments of tho National Trotting 
association or Pacific Jockey club by 
paying all fees for their meets and 
generally to carry out the rules of 
those associations. 

Tills association, unless tlie council 
express their disapproval, iirojiose as 
a means of making the j.roperty reve- 
nue producing, to grant tlie privilege 
asked for. .1. 10. S.M.VliT, 

City Solicitor .Mann stated tliat the 
council sliould ri.'serve to itself the 
right to at any lime cancel the privi- 
lege and witli the object of amply iiro_ 
teeling the city he suggested thi; fol- 
lowing resolution: "That tlie council 
does not at tho present time jiroiio.se 
to offer any objection to the arrange- 
ments \yhlch" the British Columbia 
Agricultural association contemplates 
entering .

MALADY IS MYSTERIOUS 



Sickness and Severe Weather 
Render Fur Catch Very 
'Small'" 



^Vinnlpog, March 15.— Seventy-two 
Indians dead from a strange diseasJel 
at i''ort Cliiiipewayan and several hun- 
dred at the otlier four posts Of the 
Hudson's iiay company la the-^Mac- 
ken/.ie river district. Is the startling 
news brought from .the far' north by 
Angus Brabant, Inspector of trading 
posts for the Hudson's Bay company 
In the Macltenzle ' river district, who 
arrived in Winnipeg today. 

Tiiere are nine other posts In the 
district, wlilcli will not be heard from 
until the rivers open In June. Tlie 
last advices from tliere were early In 
October, and already the scourge liad 
started to got in its deadly work. 
Hunter^ on the trail wore »uddenly 
striclten with it. and trappers in the 
buali were seiaed, with fatal results 
within a few iiours. 

In n country wliere some S5 per cent 
of the peojilo' gain a living directly 
from; the Hudson's Bay company by 
tho fiirs they; sell, Itlla.a^'serlous thing 
when the fur catch ■ Is lyractloally noth- 
ing. That is the condition this year, 
and Brabant' says that less than one 
Iier cent, of tho people are engaged in 
trapiilng. Tlioy have all turned to 
flslilng, Imt the fish too are excor)tion- 
ally scarce. Lyn.v are said to bo re- 
sponsible for tlie scarcity of furs, for 
once every seven years, for some un- 
accoiint.-i.ble reason they trade towards 
the east, not in a. band, hut singlyi, 
covering a swarth some two hundred 
Or more miles in width and Icilllng off 
every animal in tliat district from 
west to east. 

This lias been the liardost winter 
over experienced in tho ]\rackon7.lo ri- 
vor dlstrlpt, accordlng..^t;0jtho-,oldcst In- 
dians,' ■vjis'^r, over; t^oVimbhitlis'.itho thor- 
iviometer averaged 38 .,l)el6;yy-'zoro, and 
frequently flropped to '70 "below.

This was all that liail been 
received oiriei!ilIy up to midnight, nor 
had tile i>ress desii.'itclie.s contained 
any mention of 'quake uji to that lioiir. 
No mention was made of any casual- 
ties, 

Mr. Preston's despatches telling of 
a Ijig eartlKiuake in Japan were cnn- 
llrmed by the observatory selsniograi>h, 
whlcli shows two shocks, one on Sat- 
urday at 8.42 a.m. and one on Sunday 
at 4.20 p.m., Japanese time; 



Thomas H. Billings, the Y. M. C. A. 
high school and college secretary for 
Canada, yesterday afternoon adaress- 
ed some lifteen'ot the lirst and second 
year McGlll students who are attend- 
ing Victoria college, taking as ills 
subject "Educational Ideals," and 
.'mbseciuontly some .75 boys of . the 
school, interrupting for tne purpose 
the parade oA the school grounds. To 
them, he emphasized the lirimeriee Im- 
portance . of developing high national 
ideals and of preparing to answer the 
country's call; if need for that call 
snouid arise in tiie course of their 
lives. 

At C.30 o'clock in t!ie evening ho 
took tea in tlic Y. M. C. A. auditorium 
with the members of tiic association's 
educational committee and rcproseii- 
tatlvcs of the college classes, includ- 
ing a couiile of tho teaclieixj. 

Tlio educational policy whicli should 
be adopted in supplying tho needs of 
youtlis and of tile young men in tills 
growing city was discussed at some 
length, ana steps were also taken, .to- 
wards tho creation of a permahfent: Y. 
ai. C. A. students' organlzatiomV. .. . 
:.,Mr. Billings states that over,- 7,000 
men stud^nts. ar^ at the,, present .time 
In attendance upon the Protestant 
colleges and tlie universities of the 
Doiuinhm, and -of these over 3,000 are 
to be found in the city of Toronto 
alone. Some 2300 of tliese students, 
moreover, have become directly inter- 
ested in Y. M. C. A. work, including 
about 1,000 in Toronto, 150 in Mon- 
treal, , and 375 In the federated colleges 
of Winnipeg. Two^paid Y. M. C. A. 
secretaries ore employed In Toronto, 
two In Montreal, and one at Queen's, 
Kingston, 

In Montreal the Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, which has been provided practic- 
ally uiion tlio university grounds, for 
tho solo use of the students, coat 
$105,000, while l» Toronto tho plans 
liave boon drawn for a much larger 
building which will cost about $150,- 
000. 

On Sunday afternoon Mr. Billings 
addressed the four o'cl-ock Y. M. C. A. 
I men's meeting, taking as his subject, 
I "A Good Business Investment," and 
dwelling upon tlio extraordinary Ini- 
j portance of service which was freely 
■ given for the beaetit of our fellowmen, 
land upon the harmonious beauty and 
' Inexpressible usefulness -of a tliorougli- 
I ly unselfish life. How many people, 
j lie observed, today wasted their lives 
■upon utter Irivalitlos, while he in- 
Istanced tiie example of Dr. Grenfell, 
I ivho, although at the time lie was 
I thought to have ruined a brilliant 
I career upon the bleals wastes of the 
I Labrador coast, .'(vas , now generally ac- 
: kiiowledged to rank among tiie most 
potent benefactors of . mankind. Ho 
I read tho portraiture of Our Xiord-from

OAK SAY COUNCIL 

IN iti-NIGN MOOD 



Three Reasons For Self-Con- 
gratulation, Chief Being 
Water Ouestion 



Members of tho Oak Bay council 
were hi a benign frame of mind last 
night, tho occasion being their regular 
fortnlghtlv session. They , had t>V0 rea- 
sons, It transpired, Ior.;sert-'o6rigratUr 
latlon. The chief was the settlement 
of the water question between that 
district and Victoria. There was a 
second, however, of scarcely loss Ini- 
l)crtance. It was that Couneiiior 
Oliver had succeeded In i)rovalling on 
the Attorncy-Clenoral to exempt Oak 
Hay from "the ijrovisions of an amend- 
muit to the municipality clauses act 
pi'oviding tliat the cons(!nl of the rato- 
I)a.\er.s nnist bo secured before worit on 
the local Improvement plan, liiiw<n-er 
iiu ignlllcanl, be undertaken. And, as 
v\tli, there was yet another cause for 
tho good humor of the councillors and 
It was evinced in. a siipplomentary re- 
port from the water obm'mlttee which 
ar.nounced that It had, been detownlned 
to proceed with • the. Installation of a 
di.slributlon system with the" least pos- 
sil.le dola.v. 

Reeve Henderson occupied llie chair 
and there wore proscnt Councillors 
Oliver, Pemberton, Noble and Nowton. 
Water Question 

Routine business having been trans- 
acted. Clerk rioyd read a report from 
the water committee, outlining the 
torm-s of the agreement reached be- 
tween the municipality and Victoria 
regarding water service, it follows: 

Your committee early In February 
dtlormined to apply to the legislative 
house for recognition of the claim of 
their municipality to be supiillcd with 
water by the city of Victoria. 

'J'ho matter was flrst t^alsed by way 
of addition to the bill before the late 
sitting of the house amending the 
clt\- water works act 1S7,'?. The pri- 
vate bills committee, while reporting 
fa\orably to the numiclpallty. could 
not see their way to Impose the amend- 
ments asked for without tlic consent 
of tile cltv. Your committee then ob- 
tained the consent of Mr. Ilayward, 
.M P.P., to move tiie required amend- 
ments when tho bill came before the 
house and the position of matters was 
carefully explained to most of tho 
members. Tho city, in the meanwhile, 
on tho advice of various prominent 
citizens, consented to enter Into an 
agreement embodying all the points 
for which this municipality has, for 
the last year, contended. This agree- 
irient was executed on tho oth day of 
March, 1909, and Is to the following ef- 
fect: ■ 

The Agreement 

The city of Victoria: 

1. Agrees to supply Oak Bay mnnici. 
palltv with Us proportion of the exist- 
ing .supply of water to be. determined 
bv the number pf servlcca;then In uso 
until such time as the city of Vic- 
toria shall procure an Infiproved sys- 
tem said wafer "to. bo supplied In bulk 
at a price not less than sixteen cents 
and not more than twcnt.y cents per 
thousand gallons. 

2. Agrees that when It shall procure 
such improved system it will supi>iy 
Oak Bav witii its proportion nf the 
total supply of such improved sy.s- 
tem at a readjusted price. 

3. All matters arising out of tho 
relations between the city and Oak Bay 
in connection with water supply in- 
cluding price of water shall bo de- 
termined by water . commissioner ap- 
prdnted under water act 1909. , 

Your committee consider they re- 
ceived valuable help from their coun- 
.sel, Mr. Bodwell, the citizens before 
r.eferred to, the members of the legis- 
lative house, and, i» particular, Mr. 
Hnyward, M.P.P. 

This was adopted. 

Generous Aid 

In moving the adoption of the ro- 
liort Coimcillor Oliver spoke of the 
help which the munlolaallty obtained 
from various sources. He thought 
that as the question now was settled 
there should be sonio acknowledgment 
of tho assistance obtained. He said 
that Oak Bay had been contending for 
over a year for what had been consid- 
ered her rIgbtH. In doing .so ail .sorts 
of difticulty had been met with becau.'-i; 
of opposition and misrciiresenlation. 
In his opinion it was regrettable that 
one engaged in public wori; here 
should be open to such unjust criti- 
cism by those who were not a,c(iiiaint- 
cd wltii the facts and who were not 
cognizant of what was being battled 
for. Still Oak Hay's struggle for their 
riglits in resi)Cct to the water f|ue«tion 
had found many symiiatblzer.s. He 
iiad referred to some who had aided in 
achieving a settlement. In this lie bad 
In mind members of the provincial 
legislature. Irrespective of party. He 
did not Intend to mention names, ex- 
cept In one Inatance, because he 
thought It might bo constrtied as un- 
graclKms by others who had Interested 
themselves. There was no reason, 
however, why Mr. II. Ilayward, M. P. 
P., of Cowlchan. who liad Inindled Oiik 
Bay's amendments, should not be pub- 
licly thanked. He niovof] that a vote 
of thanks be tendered him. 

Tills curried unaalmonsly. 

On motion introduced by Couneiiior 
Pemberton and seconded by Couneiiior 
N'ewtoii, a liearty vote of tlmnks was 
tendered f:ounrillor Oliver for his un- 
tiring effort;) in Oak Bay'« behalf with 
reference to the water issue.

Majority of Council Causes 
Switch in Original Intention 
to Lay Wood Blocks 



Just where the oI;ty council will land 
in the matter ...of street paving seems 
doubtful,, tout iRt the .rate at which 
that body Is yPrp^ressfng it will be 
some time yet,b'fif(5re a definite decis- 
ion Is made rdltitlvo to the class of 
street paving to' be adopted. At last 
Friday night's meeting of tho streets, 
bridges and sewers committee It was 
decided that the Causeway should be 
paved with wooilcn blocks. There was 
considerable objection offered by 
Aldermen Stewart and Ilumber, but 
the con.sensus of opinion seemed to 
favor wood blocks, the claim being 
made that to lay vltrlllod brick would 
make tho street patchy, since the rest 
of Gov(!rnmont street Is pavod with 
wood blocks, and Belleville street, 
from tho wharf to Douglas street, was 
to bo laid with, tho same class of 
pavement. 

Now the causeway will bo laid with 
vitrllled brick. At least such will be 
the case If tho majority of tho council 
does not again change to its old love, 
wood blocks. 

Aid. Turner Explains 

When the reiiort of the committee 
w.i;: presented at last night's meeting 
of the city council, Alderman Turner 
called attention to an article in the 
press referring to tho peculiar stand 
taken by the aldermen, following the 
report of a .special coinmittee apiioint- 
ed to look into the paving ipiestion In 
Seattle and Portland, in adopting 
wood blocks. Ill those cities, accord- 
ing to the reiioi't. wood block pave- 
ments h;id been discarded. Aldevinan 
Turner stated that he had no objec- 
tion to brick. On the eontr:iry. If 
there could lie a brli;k pavement laid 
from the wharf to the Causeway, and 
thence over the Causeway, he M'ould 
very much like to see it. But if brick 
were adopted it would be impossible to 
go on with the work until well on in 
July, as tho nocesary brick cannot be 
secured before that time, and he was 
strongly against any work lie'ing done 
when visitors were coming here in 
July and August. The work should be 
coiiiiileted before that time. That w;is 
wliv he urged wood bloeli;;. It would 
be "foolish to lay brick on the Cause- 
way and wood blocks on Belleville 
street, making a patch-v.'ork piece of 
work.

• HECATE STRAIT 

It is somewhat of a surprise to learn 

thiit, iilthough the Unltod States gov- 
ornmfnt, an long .n.go as 1S!>7 brought 
the question o£ sovereignty lOver llo- 
• cate Strait under the notice of the 
British government, arid did so again 
in 190.^1, no .Tctlon has boon takon in 
tlio inat'tor by any onv nMn'i'^cnting 
our interests. This is really Inexplic- 
,*able. It will be remembered that when 
''iv'rr. William Sloan brought the subject 
lieforo the HotiHe -of Coinmon.s, some 
tun years ago, tlu; Opvcrnur-Gonural 
and Ambassador Bryce expre.ssud 
jgreat interest In it, the latter re- 
ferring to It In one of his public ad- 
drei*ses. Yet there the whole matter 
has rested. Since then a waterwavK 
.treaty has been negotiated and wo 
, .'have been assured that all open ques- 
tions between Canada and the United 
■j^tate-s liad been dlsposeil of, and yet 
^fthis very iinpurtaiit nnaltor remains 
.[open. The fact that tho United States 
|fovemment asked the British gdvern- 
ment to announce vifhat Its views are 
disposes of any contention that might 
be made on behalf of the apologists of 
the Dominion government, that there 
Is no Hecate Strait question. The 
United States government evidently 
.ithink? . there is. 

•'i^f To'^'mbst people Hecate Strait Is only 
a name. It is in fact the water lying 
l)ctween the Queen Ch'aribtte' gVoup 
and tlu^ llainlaud of British Columbia. 
It Is 75 miles wide at the southern 
end and .'iO at the iiortlioni end. By 
tho Treaty wltli IIu«kUl made in 1S25, 
which was the basi.s of the Alaska 
Boundary award, the noi thcrn end of 
,,the straiit is. territorial water, and 
• 'hence to all' Intents and iiurposes the 
case Is tile same as if tlio Strait were 
a bay cut off at its nortlieni end by a 
neck of land joining Graliam Island to 
the JIainland. Tlio question therefore 
is: Is an arm of the sea enclo.sud on 
three .sides by Canadian "territory to 
bo regarded as the territorial water of 
Canada, altliougli the water is nl one 
. point 75 tnlles wide? In deciding a 
'question of this nature, the mere width 
of the water Is not conclusive. Terri- 
torial waters are supposed to extend 
tliree inilea fr-oni llie shore, but al- 
though tile entrance to Long Island 
.Soundifrom the oast is 10 miles wide, 
.that of Chesapoalce Bay 12 miles, that 
of Delaware 1-iay 30 miles, and that of 
tho Bay of Fundy nearly 50 jiiile.s 
one disputes that these waters are 
torrltdrlnl." Tlic' United ' State's can 
have no possible interest in Hecate 
Strait except on account of the hali 
but fishery. It is not necessary as an 
approach to any p^rt of the posses- 
sions of that' country, , and even if it 
were, a decision that it territorially is 
a part of Canada woiild not prejudice 
Us use In. that respect. • . 

We think lit yery. igreatly to. be re- 
gre'tted that ' 'Our representatives in 
Parliament did not long a^o have this 
(lliostion decided. It would li.ave bc(;n 
comparatively a simple matter ten or 
twelve' years ago, but now that fisher- 
men from Puget Sound resort there in 
groat numbers, there are interests in- 
volved large enough to make the Unit- 
ed States government very positive in 
an assertion of the rights of its citi- 
zens.

The' strange 'caae of r the -'o^-age 
ilpensloners in Ireland becomes yet more 
^'ptrango on further inquiry, says tho 
rjDaily Chronicle. .The special correa- 
ipondent whom we have despatclied to 
Ireland to examine the question on the 
' 'Spot reports as the result of .some pre- 
liminary inquiries that a light-hearted 
■view of the matter prevails. The sug- 
igestion of fraululent pretence is 
• -t'scouted, but advantage has been taken 
' -;of lax administration. We are afraid 
...that in all parts of the United King- 
. dom.a somewhat loose code of moral- 
'ity obtain in relatlon'to State finance. 
.■The tax-gatherer- is too often consld- 
'icvcfk fair gaino, and hlghlv respecta- 
ble persons would be very much 
shocked if they were stigmatised as 
fraululent for shirking their duo pro- 
portion—let us say of income-tax. If 
It is venial to pay the slate- los.s than 
you ought, Is it a serious matter to 
make or let tlic state pay \-ou more 
than you are entitled to'! Evidence of 
■age in Ireland is diliicult t/> obtain In 
a conclusive form, for it is only of 
.srecent 'years that registration has been 
enforced.; It is therefore correspond- 
ingly easy ,to stretcli- a point If this 
or anythirfg like ItvtHrns out to be the 
true explanation 'It -wrould afford one 
more illustration, Of the need of rigid 
administration whenever the state en- 
ters ui)on tile scene as Lxidy Bounti- 
ful. Tile -mystery has Its amusing side. 
There ix something comic in Ireland's 
staggering the statisticians by show- 
ing tliat there are more pensions than 
persons in that wonderful isle. But 
the niysterj-, unless it can be satis, 
factory cleared up, involves also a 
grave public wrong. If wo ns.sumo 
the ollicial llgures to bo approximately 
; porre.ct,.lt is not unreasonable to sup- 
.P08e"'that some !)0,000 persons have 
received pensions in Ireland who are 
not legally entitlea to them. That 
would still be making large allowance 
for poverty in Ireland as compared 
with other parts of the United King- 
dom. Now, 50,000 pensions mean 
£G.">0.000 a year. That, or somotlUng 
like it, is the amount of money at 
stalce. Mr. Tim Davlcs, who has done 
good service by Ids letters and ques- 
tions on the subject, puts the griev- 
ance in a concrttte form. "I fear," he 
says, "that many old people In Eng- 
land, Scotland and A'V'ales who are In 
receipt of outdoor relief will liavc to 
wait lojigor than they otherwise would 
have before tlioy are brought under this 
^beneficent statute owing to the mal- 
adpilnlstratlon of the act in Ireland." 

•* ; Mr. Haldane has been led to see, 
.-■.remarlts the Morning Post, that a cen- 
''trai general st.aff is necessary, not

Alice, ivatlileen, Victoria, besides 
others too numerous to mention, many 
of vvhicii havo not yet found a place 
on the map. "\'ery many of these bodies 
of water are of considerable magni- 
ludo Cowiclian, which is the largest 
rirobably has an area of YS square 
miles In many instances they are 
surrounded by mountains, with here 
and there level spots along thelr 
shores, where homes could be estab- 
lished amid beautiful surroundings. 
As a rule they,do..not freeze over. In 
nractlcally all 'of them there is good 
fishing The'vrlvers -on-zthe Island aro 
very njanyi. but. oply 'In; one or two In- 
stances)are; the^^ito'/be^'tiiken Into ac- 
count in .conneetibn with- the trans- 
portation of anything except saw logs, 
't'o the fisherman they present many 
attractions Summing up the scaiiic 
advantages -"of-' Vancouver Island in a 
few words, I. may say that, from every 
lioint of view ?'fro'm ' which it is re- 
garded, it has very much to commend 
it, and that as' a resort for tourists 
and sportsmen, and as u home for iioo- 
ple of leisure, who prefer nat\iral sur- 
roundings, coupled, if tlioy wish, with 
opportunities for Interesting tluvin- 
selves in tlie cultivation of the soil, 
.it cannot be surpassed, and Is hardly 
'equalled, ; 

The Climate. 
Speaking generally of Vancouver 
Island, the climate may be described 
as one where extremes of heat Or cold 
are unknown. It Is perhaps important 
for the infofroatlon of persons, who 
have never had their attention direct- 
ed to the subject, to point out that 
the latitude of places on tho opposite 
sides of the North American Contin 
cnt gives no Idea of their relation to 
each other In the matter of climate. 
For example: Tho Forty-ninth parallel 
of north latitude on the Atlantic Coast 
passes through northern Quebec, 
where the w-inters are exceedingly se- 
vere, and the summers are short and 
hot. It crosses Vancouver Island, 
where there is little snow except on 
the higliest levels where a few de- 
grees •<)&" ■•frost is all that need be 
expected in the coldest weather, where 
tho summers arc never very hot, al- 
though grapes and peaches nourish in 
the open. In no part of the Island 
arc the winters severe as far ..as tem- 
iierature is concerned, and the snow- 
fall is rarely heavy" except in ttio 
higher elevations, ^^ha . rainfall is 
abundant in most partis,, although- for 
local reasons there are a few localities 
where the summer precipitation Is les.'i 
than Is desirable. Speaking general- 
ly, the west half of the Island receives 
much more rain than tho east side; 
but in no part is tlie precipitation too 
great or too little for succes.sful 
farming, dairying or fruit growing. 
Doubtless certain localities are better 
adaiited to one line of agriculture than 
anoliior, but this is truo of all the 
world. I hiivc made inquiries and have 
learned tliat fruits, largo and small, 
thrive eciually as w-ell in the extreme 
northwest of the Island as in the c.k- 
treme southeast. There is no winter 
in the eastern Canadian sense of tho 
term, but a rainy season, with occa- 
sional snowfalls towards the southern 
end of the Island and more frequent 
ones towards the north end. Often in 
the, settled parts of the Island cattle 
can be allowed to run In pasture tho 
whole year round. I think I am safe 
In saying that in no part of Canada 
aro there as many days In tho year 
when a man can comfortably ' work 
out of doors as on Vancouver Island. 
Building operations of bll kinds are 
.:arrlod Oh without Interruption 
throughout the year. The aummer 
nights are always comfortably cool; 
tho harvest season is rarely broken by 
bad weather. From tho point of view 
of healthfulncss it may bo said with 
confidence that there Is no part of all 
the world that stands higher than tho 
Island. Anything like .malaria Is ab- 
solutely unknown, nor aro there any 
diseases which are at all prevalent. 
From the point of view of the person, 
svlio wishes to bring up a family In u 
genial and healthy climate, the Island 
fe.irs no comparison. ' 

The Settled Areas, 
Th§. only large continuous fiettle- 
mcnt on Vancouver Island may be said 
to be on the southeast coast, extend- 
ing from Sooke oh the south to tho 
Courtenay valley on the north, a dis- 
tance In a direct line of 120 miles. It 
has an average width of less than ten 
miles. When I say "continuous set- 
tlement" I do not niean that farm suc- 
ceeds farm with little or no Interrup- 
tion, but only that this part of the 
Ivland Is settled In some places fairly 
thl'-ltlj and In other.y loss so. In the 
1,200 square miles approximately 
included in tho district there Is 
a very great deal more land 
inioccupled than occupied; at the 
same time settlement succeeds set- 
tlement with no very great inter- 
ruption. Probably nearly 70,000 peo- 
l)le are re.-:i'--i'nt within it. Here are 
the only cities on tho Island. Tlie 
largest Is Victoria, the capital of tho 
Island, situated at the extreme south- 
east, the others aro Nanaimo and 
Ladysmlth. There are other centres of 
liopulatlon to which brief roferonco 
will also be made. 

("apt. G. W. Beers, known as the 
pioneer pilot on the Yukon, and an 
old tlmo shipping man along tho 
coast, is In Seattle making -arrange- 
in onts^ for .IbrlngingCthe -'t^ooden stern 
wheel steamer -Ifi ■J.i- Goifcoran from 
San Frdnclsco to Seiattle for the fair. 
He intends to run excursions three 
times a day, taking tourists out to 
view Pugot sound. Tlio vessel will bo 
brought here within a short tlmo and 
win be ready In time for tho summer 
business. The steamer is owned by 
Capt. Beers and a number of San 
Francisco, .capitalists.- - > • * 



SHIP ARCHITECTURE 
ANCIENTAND MODERN 

Interesting Review By Mr. Rei3- 
beck at Natural History 
Society,. 



James K. Rcbbcck, tho naval ar- 
chitect, read last evening at the meet- 
ing of the Natural History society. In 
the city library, a paper upon naval 
architecture, which although of ne- 
cessity rather technical in character, 
was very Interesting, even to the lay- 
man. 

He traced shipbuilding from Its In- 
fancy in the splendid and staunch al- 
though very small vessels of tho 
Vikings, which ho remarlted for their 
size and purpo^eo could not be excel- 
led' even?toiday,'"do'vt/n- to, the Vanguard, 
the JatOBtiof ;'the Dreadhaught type, 
which -was ''launched; 'so recently as 
three weekfifisagwV^^wi'd , was built by 
Vickera Sons''iandJMaxlm..at Barrow- 
in-Furness. '■■V ■'. ; , 

These Vlklngr boats: -ranged from 
something like 70 to 76 feet in length, 
were propelled by moans of oars and 
sails, and wore of about 50 tons dis- 
placement. It was in .such diminutive 
vessels that the lirat adventurers, tho 
hardy Norsemen of about a thousand 
years ago, made their way to the shores 
of America, and eatablislied a colony. 

The eommeut, that tlie lines and the 
proportions of these wonderful sea- 
going craft, several of which have 
been taken from Danish bogs, where 
they had Iain undisturbed for 1,000 
years, could not in the same condltlcms 
bo surjiassed today, was ajipiauded. 

Stability In a slii]), he explained, was 
obtained in two ways, tiirough form, 
and through ballast. The ships \vhich 
w-ere designed by Phlneas Pott, in the 
17th century, were, generally speak- 
ing, remarkably serviceable, and were 
followed by the lirltish shi])bullders 
very faithfully down into the last 
century. Tho Royal Sovereign, -ivhich 
was an exceedingly good example of 
I'ett's genius andi whioh was launch- 
ed in the year l!5?§^.lh5'thp presence i of 
Charles the Flrsf/.^had'-ftigundeck, 173 
feet in length, .■an^- tWsjf^iSine became 
quite a favQrltt'.iniJthjPiBritish navy. 
The Royal..^ .^Swerelfen-T- cohtihued on 
active s'ervic'e urttiri696,'or for a period 
of no less than "59 year8t.i-3Arhen she -^vas 
accidentally burned in' 'the''... Chatham 
dockyard. 

Tho advent of steam made little 
change in the British navy, and long 
after iron was utilized in the mer- 
cantile marine wood was used in the 
navy, as tliia :materlal best served for 
defensive purposes, while the smooth 
cannon bores were still in vogfue. But 
the Introduction of the rifled cannon 
at onco compelled a most decided de- 
parture, anl many changes succeeded, 
both in the deadllness of the guns and 
In tho thickness and arrangement of 
tho side protecting steel plates. 

He praised very lilglily the model of 
a French vessel throivn upon the can- 
vas which was built In 1775, adding 
that our ships of that period were far 
inferior to the French. It was Indeed 
a most beautiful model, carried 80 
guns and had not ..so. much as ono 
straight lino to maf the' excellence . of 
her design. . , 

The T'i-gun and the smaller ships 
were favorites With the great Nelson, 
as the 120 gunners were of too great 
height and did not stand tho sea so 
well. 

Other vessels particularly Instanced 
Were the Rurik, the now armored 
cruiser widch -was designed and built 
for the Russian government, and is 
4!)0 feet In length and the largest bat- 
tleship afloat, tho Jllnas Geraes, which 
was built in England for the Brazilian 
government and Is armed with 12 
monster 12-Inch gi:'--'- He alluded to 
the loss of the Royal George tiirough 
careening, with the loss of 900 men 
and stated that a calm was more dan- 
gerous to the sailing ship than a 
rough scb, as she lacked the steadying 
force otjthe Wind, while, it must be 
confessed that In balancing designs 
and styles Ifa the construction of ships 
there was something -Ip the ship- 
wright's reniark: "It la hard to toll 
just what the water likes." (Laugh- 
ter.) 

A vote of thanks was moved by 
Capt. Curtis, who actually sailed in 
Tho Qiieeh,' one 'of the. meJdel vessels 
which was exhibited upon the canvas 
during the ^lecture and seconded by 
Capt. "Walbran. - 

Earlier in the evening a member re- 
marked that it was worth while ex- 
amining the lieaveiiB to -tiy and get a 
glimpse of H.'dley's Comet, which 
should be found in tho neighborhood 
of TSrlon. But Mr. W. J. Sutton ob- 
served that imless a powerful instru- 
'ment was in use. It would be at the 
present tlmo altogether too faint to be 
seen and further, "It w-ould not reach 
Us full magnitude until next spring."

DEATH PUTS END TO 
YOUNG GIEL'S TBIALS 

.Ro.maijce^Begun in. San. Fran- 
' Cisco'' Ends''; in lll-Treat- 
ment and Neglect • ; 



Ill-treated by her brutal husband, 
with whom she ran away from' Sah 
Francisco a little over a year ago, her 
delicate condition aggravated by the 
Huvere beating which she received 
from the m;in while en route to fills 
city from Honolulu on the Moana a 
month ago, Helen Davey has ended her 
young romance with her life. 

A week ago last Saturday the eigh- 
teen -year-old girl wife expired at Et. 
.Tosoi)li's hospital and lier body bore 
to the grave tho marks of the treats 
ment inllictcd by lier brutar husband. 
Tile clrcunistances of tho case wer.o 
.such that the local police authorities 
felt culled upon to Investigate, tho 
more so by reason of the fact that 
tho police of San Francisco are an.xlous 
to become acquainted with the facta 
of the case. ' Although ho know hla 
'wife was In a very serious condition 
and there was every chance that sho 
would expire, the husband aCtcr plac- 
'ingherin tlie liospitul liore a month ago 
remained in the city but a few days, 
leaving for Seattle. It was only when 
ho received word that .she was dying 
that he returned to Victoria, but lie 
was too late, tho girl dying tlie day 
he reached here. 

On February 10 tho Moana reached 
Victoria. On board wore :\lr. and Jlrs. 
Fdward T. Davey. Tiny wen' boolced 
through from Honolulu to \'anciuiver 
but owing to what had transpired up- 
on the boat and the illness of the wo- 
man, they were allowed to land here 
on the distinct understanding with tho 
immigration authorities that they pro- 
ceed at once to Seattle. Davey, a 
well sot up man of about 40 years of 
age, \yas np . sooner aahore than he 
complained to the offloli^ls of the con- 
duct of tho ship's officers toward his 
wife.' On tho other hand the captalp, 
doctor and other ofilpors ,told a story 
which branded Davey "as 'a brute of 
the first magnitude. 

Brutal Behavior. 
Coming over on tho boat Davey 
drank heavily, so heavily In fact and 
treated. .hl^ tWlfe in such brutal man- 
ner, that the captain was forced to in- 
terfere and In response to the woman's 
complaints she wag- moved to another 
siatoiioom and . tha. husband "barred 
from seeing her. These circumstances 
were related to the Immigration offi- 
cials and the: i)alr were allbvved to land 
but on -the distinct understandiner that 
Davey was to take himself and his 
wife to Seattle as soon as 'possible'. Ho 
came up town and registered at tho 
Queen\s hotel, where they remained 
until the 12th when tho woman was 
removed to St: osoph's hospital, on 
tho advice of Dr. Fraser. 

In the meantime tho provincial 
police were communicated with and 
an officer detailed to invcstlgato. Ho 
visited l\lrs. Davey at thn Queen's 
hotel, but whether sho was too fright- 
ened to say anytlilng concerning her 
treatment while on tho boat the fact 
remains that she doclarod that notliing 
had tran.sj)Ircd and bad no com-

plaint to mnko agalnst;^ier husband. 
] For about a week .nfter^ her removal 
to tho hospital Davey' hung about tbo 
city. He . applied to Chief of Police 
Langloy, stating ' that ho had been 
formerly- a .member of tlio Harbor 
police ^at'••Sa^ '-v' Francisco, but as ho 
could show* no discharge papers ho 
could be .given no 'v employment even 
hud thore>bben;an:i'oppoTtunIty:Qf help- 
ing him ■ by giving him- police work. 
' Diivey stated that he was hard up, his 
i \vite was 111 in tlie huapital, that he 
; had been suspended from tho Sau 
, Francisco force for marrying his wife, 
who was then under age and that tho 
case had become so notorious in San 
JOranclBco that tho newspapers had 
made it too hot for him and 'he was 
suspended. 

Suggests Forgery. ' 

After failing to secure ; worJt Jiorc 
Davey went to Seattle. 'S'rom there he 
wrote two letters to his wife. -Ho was 
, not uoen here again until a week ago 
.'Sunday, the day. after the -young wo- 
iman expired.' 'While'' In.' Seattle Davey 
I in his efllort" to- • secu^re . employment 
sought to induce Mrs. Davey to aid 
him by underhand methods. Ho wrote 
lior to .send lilni ;l Iclter oC recommen- 
dation whicli he would copy in his own 
hand writing. He in-god her to make 
the reconnnendation as "strinig" as 
possible ai)d suggested that hIic use 
tho names of Mayor Hall, t'hieC Lang- 
ley. Chief Ward, head of the Seattle 
police force and Chief Cook and Capt. 
Conoy of the San Francisco police 
force and the names of several Catho- 
lic priests. These names evidently 
were to be used to give weight to his 
application for work. Tho woman ap- 
parently did not write the letter of rn- 
commendatlon as rcquostcd. In a se- 
cond letter which reached liere the 
day Mrs. Davey died, the man wrote 
that he was In a Seattle hospital tm- 
der tho name of lltiggcy, that his tem- 
perature was 105, that lie had terrible 
paln.s In lils chest and he felt he was 
about to die. He fallid to state how 
It was that lie could indite a letter 
with his teihperatin-e .soaring to sucli 
a height, and the- fact that the follow- 
ing day, Sunday, he arrived here, evi- 
dently in his usual state of . health 
would indicate tliat he Svas attempt- 
ing to play on tho gtrl's love for him- 
self. But his arrival hero was too lute. 
His wife had passed away. 

Calls For Mother. 

While she was In tho hospital a Mr. 
Spencer, a street preacher, was 
brought to tho hospital by Davey prior 
tc tho latter'B reparture from the city. 
After Davoy's dej)afturc, Jlr. Spencer 
visited the woman several times and 
induced him to write a letter to a Dr. 
■young, a relative In San l.'ranci.^co, 
telling the latter- that she was In the 
hospital here, wa.s. .dying and urging 
lilm to toll her mctli'.T to conic; to A'lc- 




torla. , This Spencer did, taking occa 
slon at the same time to add a post- 
script on his own behalf, asking .if 
tlioro was any opportunity for a man 
of his calling to secure a livelihood in 
San Francisco. Apparently this com- 
munication was referred to tho Chief 
of Police at San Francisco, for a few 
days later Chief Langley was. tole- 
graphqd to by Chief Cook to send all 
particulars of tho case.' 

After his wife's deatli Davey re- 
mained in the city lor some days and 
endeavored to secure money where- 
with to pay the funeral expenses. His 
brother in Honolulu forwarded $no. 
He paid the undertaker $35, keeping 
$15 ^for. himself, giving p.romises for 
th'e;;balnhce oE the" 'sum ioii^lnff for the 
Interment which was made' in Ross 
Bay. 

Davey .stated to Chief Langley that 
ho had aecurod a position under ex- 
Chief Wapponateln, of Seattle, on tho 
exposition police force at Seattle, and 
a few days after his wife died ho left 
for that city. 

A Runaway Match. 

From advices rocelvod from San 
Fanclsco It appears that Davey met 
ills wife when she was a mere girl. 
Her parents made great opposition to 
tho match as DavSy's reputation was 
such that they desired him to dlficon- 
tinue his attcntlonu. The .girl was 
evidently Infatuated with tho police- 
man and anally they ran away to 
Ifonolulu where tliey lived neuriy a 
year, Anally comin,? over here on the 
Australian boat. 

A slater of tho young wife arrived 
In the city a. day or two ago to inves- 
llgato tile circumstances of the girl's 
dcatli. While in tlie hospital, it Is 
stated, Jlrs. Davey expressed her fear 
of her husband and hinted tli;it he had 
been involved with otiier women to 
whom he had behaved in a lirutal 
manner. Tho full facts of the cas': .so 
far as Victoria is concerned have beiMi 
forwarded to the San Francisco au- 
thorities. ...

Out ot VaXflJsAM^^'oflVon^tlip'^a 
the penalty" tH'at ' shoulcli'be|^'atlJudBeil 
to tlio.men' who are-;gullty ■■of- cruelty 
to women ' has'; arlserir 'av consideration 
of . what provision should iblefmade for 
tho wives and' chlIdren'*of'42rlminals. 
This Is a matter to which ■ more 
thought should he given. 

No human bolngs iiro more to he 
pilled than the innocent wives and 
mothers of those who have cuniniltted 
crlhies. Their suffering has not, as a 
rule, commenced when the (jIIIccih of 
justice arrest their sons or the hus- 
baiids. For hionths. perliaps for yi'ar.s. 
thej- iuive watched the deterioration of 
cluiractor, the formation of evil habits 
which liav<? letl to the end they huve 
so long dreaded. Perhaps even more 
wretched Is tlie woman upon ^Vllola 
the news of the cilnie iias come as a 
shock. The fall of the Idolized son ov 
of the Iiusbaud whose Integrity tlie 
wifi' lias never douljled Is a shock 
which conid not he boring except l)y 
the woman wlio feels tliat there ai-e 
those depending upon lier tor wiiose 
sal;o she must sumnioii all her cour- 
age. The shame and the sorrow which 
such women feel camiot he lessened 
by anything that the community can 
do. Only the greatest tact and tho 
tonderest consideration of tho closest 
of friends can lielp In tlio very least 
to soothe the pain of such a wounded 
heart. 

But society can anil ought to see 
thm the women and children whom 
justice has deprived of their support- 
ers shall not. wont , for food and cloth- 
ing. To this extent, at least, the inno- 
cent should not be allowed to suffer 
with the sullty. If a man has been 
able to earn a livelihood for his fam- 
ily before he has been sent to prison, 
cither tfie state siiould give him em- 
ployment, the proceeds of which would 
go to its support while he is undergo- 
ing punishment or It should take upon 
itself the duty of providing for wife 
and cliildren. 

It is not good for society tlmt the 
children of tlio defaulter, the thief or 
e ven of the murderer should be alluw- 
d to grow up in ignorance and po- 
erty. In man.v, perhaps In n-.ost 
cases, relatives come to the aid of tlie i 
family and they are not allowed to 
want. But there are those wlio when 
the breadwinner Is taken away are 
cpilte helpless and all the more so 
from the unhappy circumstances of the 
case. 

T.ooklng at the matter from another 
|)olnt oL" view, nothing would tend more 
to the reformation of any man who 
had a spark of good left In him than 
the knowledge that his earning.^ were 
contributing to the support of those 
dear to him. It Is wiien the prison 
walls .'ihut a man completely off from 
wife and child, from mother and sister, 
when he feels that lienceforth it does 
not matter what becomes of him, tluit 
recovery is Impossible. If phllanl:hropy 
and justice can devise some means by 
which the terrible chasm that divides 
the criminal from ills kind can be 
bridged over tho most that' Is possible 
will have been done for his restoration 
to soclet.v.

Orange Marmalade 
Ingredients — Twelve Seville oranges, 
two lemons and preserving sugar. I'ro- 
cedure: After removing tho Inner pith 
and pips slice tho peels as Ilnely aa 
possible. Then weigh the ;Wliole of 
the fruit, adding three' pints ,-,of . water 
to each pound rOf ' frtilt.';,> Place 'in an 
earthenware vessel, that, ■can be ^cov- 
cred down, and' let'lt ■remaih. for three 
days. On tlie foui'lh day turn the pre- 
paration into tlio preserving pan and 
boll gently until the peel is quite ten- 
der. Let it cool and then weigh again, 
and to each pound of fruit add oni; 
pound of iireservlng sugar, ilriiig to 
tjoiling point, skim .well, and cook 
gently until the syrup stilfens on be- 
ing diojji'ed on to a cold |dato. Turn 
into pots, cover down with paper 
bruslied over on both sld(!s witii v.'hlte 
of egg, and store away until required 
in a cool, dr.v place. 

Another excellent marniaJude, and 
one mucli liked by many peoi)le who 
consider that this preserve made en- 
tirely from Seville oranges has too tart 
a taste, is made by mixing these or- 
anges with ordinary sweet ones, and 
adding lemons into the bargain. Weigh 
(irst, and then remove ' the rinds of 
twelve iSevll'le and nine sweet orangen 
and two" lemons. Put them Into the 
preserving pan, cover with cold water 
anil boil gently until tender. When 
done drain well and shred them finely. 

Whilst the rind is cooking prepare 
the pulp. Put the ijips and white 
sklna Into a basin, and Just cover 
tlieni witli cold water. Strain a quart 
of the water In which the rind was 
belled and add. Let it soak for about 
an hour. Then strain the liquid off 
into the preserving pan, .idd preserving 
sugar equal to the original weight of 
the fruit, and boil np to a syrup. Stir 
In the sliredded rind and pul]), and 
boll genth- until the marmalade jellies 
when dropped on a cold plate. 

See that your pots are thoroughly 
dry iiefore pouring In the marmalade, 
and briisli over tho jiaper witli which 
you cover it down with white of egg. 




Trap for Moths 

Tho iilague of caterpillars, . which 
have from time to time ravaged the 
forests of Central Europe, are hence- 
forth to bo kept In clieck by a novel 
method of destroying the moths whicli 
jiropagate these .pests. The invention 
Is known, as the "electric light trap" 
and doubtless . was suggested by the 
sight of the swarms of winged Insects 
which llutter about the arc-UglUs on 
the streets each night. The trap con- 
sists Of .two large and very powerful 
reflectors which are placed above a 
deep receptacle In v.'hich are very 
powerful exhaust fans. This machine 
lias been adopted by the authorities 
of Sa.xony, and is Installed on the roof 
of tlie municipal electric plant at Zlt- 
tau. From this elevation every night 
two streams of light are thrown by tho 
reileclors on the wooded mountain- 
sides half a mile away. 

This experiment has jiroduced magi- 
cal results. Attracted by tho brilliancy 
of the raj's from the searehlights tho 
moths come (luttering by thousands 
along the broad i)aths of liglit. When 
they reach a certain distaiKre from 
tho reflectors the deadly work of tho 
exhaust fans become effective, and tlie 
liowerful currents of air suck them 
into the receptacle. Reports say that 
on the first night three tons of moths 
wero caught. When we realize that 
every brown unu moth lays eggs whleli 
jiroduce thousands of caterpillars the 
importance of this invention appears 
and the benefits resulting to- the for- 
ests are incalculable. — Harper's 
Weekly.

After winning two of a scries of throe 
roller skate races, J. Bendrodt, of the 
James i:!ay Athletic association, has 
returned from Vancouver, lie arrived 
yeslerdaj- and w.as extended a cordial 
widcome hv the members of the clul) 
with which he is identilled. Ben- 
drodt's opponent was Howell, chnm- 
l)ion of tlie mainland. All the con- 
tests took place on the Imperial rinlv. 
The first was for a distance of throe 
miles. In this the Terminal City repre- 
sentative was successful. But when it 
came to the point where endurance, 
as well as si)eed, was iieccss.ary, the 
Victorian excelled. He captured the 
li\-c mile and the. ten mile event. Of 
tlie two latter tlie last was tlie most 
notable and an . excellent diiscription of 
It was iiublislied in the Vancouver 
World. It follows: 

J. Bendrodt, tlie crack Victoria 
skater defeated Howell, tlio Vancou- 
ver lad, In <a ten-mile race at tlie Im- 
perial rink last night. This race wa.s 
the third a.nd final of the series that 
practicall.v decides tlie roller chain, 
plonshlp of llio prov-lace, 'l^ho linish 
was ■iiiarki;d b.v scenes of wild enthu- 
siasm. 

Tlie contest was votiid liy ever.vone 
who discus.ued it afterwards tlie great- 
est race i-vry held In the Imperial rink 
and when Bendrodt linally broke away 
from Howell near the Unish and open- 
ed a fast-widening gap that soon as- 
sured, him of the vlctofy, the crowd 
nearly went wild. The' whole of the 
town of Victoria might have been pros- 
(uit to judge by the way the represen- 
tative of the Island city was cheered 
as ho hiade the final spurt that won 
him the race, though a much more 
satisfactory viewjiolnt is to say that 
tlie true sportsniar,, hip of tlie Van- 
couverltes sliowed its.jif In the general 
willingness to accord the victor tlie 
laurels he iiad earned in a hard 
fought battle. 

'I'lie struggle wi'-' nip and tuck from 
start to linisli and ihi.' spectators' en- 
thusla.sm with tin; racer.s at eacli 
one's heels cousiantly and fighting for 
the advantage evi'ry inch of the wa\-. 
knew no bounds. Both laiis seeiiuM 
able to keej) up a fast clip ])racticaily 
all of tlio time for the long ten miles 
and there was little to choose between 
(hem for more than nine of those mill s. 
h'lrst one and then the other would 
forge ahead and though Howell set 
!he pace and led the way the greater 
iiart of the distance, Bendrodt was 
never so far behind but wliat Howell 
doubtless could feel liis breatli on his 
back of hl.s neck-. I-'inaily, when the 
boys were on llndr last mile, Howell 
weakeni.'d .and Bendmilt shot alie.ad, 
gradually Increasing tiu' distance be- 
tween himself and the Vancouver boy 
Jiitll wlien lh(^ \'ietorlan oro.ssed tlie 
Iini> lie was nearly a lap in advance. 

Tile time was fast for eight of tlie 
tfii miles, only two of the miles re- 
(lulring more than innr nilmiti-s in 
which to i)e reeled off, wliili- the lii'st 
mile was whiy./.ea off so lapldly tliat 
at its close tlii^ racers were not more 
than a very few seconds behind world's 
record time. The following is the time 
hy miles: First, ll.-i"; sectiiid, ,'!.:(:!;

Tiendrodl ex 
pressed hlniself after the race as de- 
siring a contest witii Biush on the 
hitter's return lliongh it l.s doubtful 
If he could trail the latter's colors in 
the a\::n.

In additiun 
to the aLi'amer Quadra In IJrltisli Co- 
lumbia waters, and the lug . .William 
Jollilt'e, the well known salvage ves- 
si.'l of the B. (J. Salvage coinpaiij-, has 
been tliartered lor six months by the 
department lor use in tlio (isUery pro- 
tection work to assist the crulsei- Kes- 
£rel, long since found Insutilcient to 
patrol tlie llshing grounds. 

The Newlngton. whidi will arrive 
hero to bo turned over to the local 
agent of marine and lisherios, Capt. 
Guudin, at the end of this weolt, Is now 
lit' Now Westminster. Tlie vessel was 
owned by II. J. Fader of the l'"raser 
river cit.v', and was used during tlie 
past winter as an icebreaker when the 
channel ol the I'^rascr froze up during 
the cold snap. 

The now lighthouse tender added to 
the Quadra in the ISritlsh Columbia 
service of the marine and lisheries de- 
partment, was a former Kortli 
Sea fishing trawler of the type 
of the fleet iired upon by the Bussian 
Baltic, squadron when on-toute 'to the 
far east through the North Sea. She 
Is single dock, iron screw steamer, 
125 feet long, 21.5 feet beam and 12 
feet deep, with triple expansion en- 
gines witli three cylinders 12 1-2, 
21 1-2 and 36* inches in diameter with 
24-inch stroke, and has a single-ended 
boiler with capacity of 200 pounds of 
steam, registering G3 horse power. The 
steamer i'S ten years old, and has been 
used in British Columbia waters for 
several years as a fishing vessel, 'havr 
ing been brought from HuU.by a Bri- 
tish Columbia syndicate. 

For the past two years the Quadra 
lias done a small amount of the liglit- 
liouse worlc compared with the char- 
tered fleet. The tug "William JoUiffo 
■ari'd'-titeamers Leebro"- and' X"L: 'Card 
iiave .been used by. tha marine andtflsh- 
erios department, the two former at 
cost of about $1000 a week each.-- The 
necessity of another lighthouse tender 
hiis been lOng recognized, and about 
a year ago plans were forwarded by. 
the minister of inarine to the local 
agent -of two .«ftc-amors u.scd on the 
Great I^aUes for lighthouse and buoy 
■work with enquiries as to the suita- 
bility of similar vessels for tlie Bri- 
tish Columbia .service. One was a

Tho tug Is conipnratively fast and. 
with the Kc.'-f,rel, will lie iible to keep 
the poaching lialibut lisliers from us- 
ing the northern British f'olumlila 
harbors for the purpose of cleaning 
their fish, and when • this is done, 
poaching ion the Hecate. S.trait halibut 
grounds -n-Ill be unprofitable to the 
American vessels. The Kestrel Is too

In 
favor of Oak Bay. The change, he ex- 
plained, provided that no works of 
local Improvement could be initio led In 
such districts before the sanction of 
the ratepayers as a whole was secured 
through the ballot. Councillor Oliver 
stated that be bad outlined to the 
attorney general the peculiar condition 
prevailing In Oak Bay, cxiilaining that 
tliero were so many such works under 
way and contemplated, that. If In every 
instance so many formalities had to 
be compile^ with, it would mean the 
delay of tho projects and a much 
heavier expense, which, of course, 
would have to be borne by those bene- 
fitted directly from the Improvements 
In question. Tho attorney general, 
while disliking to make an exception, 
Iiad been iirevnlled on to exclude Oak 
Buy from the terms of the provision 
for one year, after which. If the dis- 
trict has not been made a city muni- 
clp.allty or obttilned a private charter. 
It will have to coma under the act as 
it applies generally. 

Councillor Newton thought the mat. 
ter shquld be taken up and some action 
decided on towards complying' with 
tho conditions. It was agreed that the 
question be: left In the hands of the 
law contmittee. 

An application from the secretary 
of the British Columbia. Municipalities 
assocliatlori for Oak- Bay's annual mem- 
bership fee was referred to the roads, 
sewers and abridges conjml tt'ee; 

A petition from property owners on 
York place'-' asking" for-, a sidewalk. -on 
the cast side of the road took the 
usual course. 

There was some dlsous'slon regarding 
the fence Ilrie on Oak Bay avenue. It 
being claimed by Councillor Oliver 
th.at In one sub-division recentl.v made 
the lino encroached about four feet 
on the thoroughfare. It was ono of 
the municipality regulations, he stated, 
that all surveys affecting street lines 
should be made to the satisfaction of 
the engineer. In this Instance he un- 
derstood that tho district's ofllclal had 
not been consulted. 

The meeting then adjourned.
